“3 —That in order to discourage 
the movement of single homeless 
men from province te province, 
and to make uniform the stand- 
ard of relief to be provided them 
and the conditions upen which 
such relief should be provided 
the Dominion government assume 
full sesponsibility for all unem- 
ployed single, homeless men. 


“2—That in the meantime and 
as from the date of the said agree- 
ment, the Dominion government 
should accept the apparent intent 
of the agreement already exe- 
cuted between the Dominien and 
provincial governments and 
assume ful! responsibility for al! 
physically fit, unemployed, single 
homtless men 

“B3—That we view with favor 
the proposal that an extensive 
work program should be inaug- 
urated at an early date to be 
financed by use of the national 
credit, and if necessary by the 
issue of additional currency 

“4—That the four provinces 
should seek an early conference 
with the Dominion government to 
review the whole problem of 1 
employment relief and its admin- 
istration 

“Be it further resolved that we 
having given careful considera- 
tion to the various problems of 
finance, believing that in the in- 


terests of pe order and good 
government there is a distinct 
limit to the extent to which 


essential services can be reduced 
and realizing that further 
creases in taxation should 
avoided, hereby recommend: 


“—That the Dominion gov- 
ernment, give careful considcra- 
tion to the possibility of some 
echeme of refunding the whole or 
Part of the respective provincial 
debts at lower rates of interest. 


“G—That to facilitate bringing 
about lower interest rates on pro- 
vincial and municipal borrowings, 
and to encourage loans to every 
branch of industry at lower rates 
of interest, that the rates of in 
terest on deposits should be again 
lowered. 

“Be it further resolved that we 
hereby endorse the genera! prin- 
ciple of a national scheme of un- 
employment insurance on a con- 
tributory basis and recommend 
that such a scheme be preparcd 
at an early date. We do further 
@pprove of such necessary changes 
in the British North Am-rica Act 
as may be necessary to confer 
upon the Dominjon government 
the necessary jurisdiction to carry 
such a scheme into cffect

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THE ONE WAY BACK 

Three-quarters of all the goods that are sold 
in Canada in a year are sold to persons having 
incomes of $2000 or less. That was true in the 
prosperous years of 1926-29. At present it is 
safe to say three-quarters of the buying is done 
out of incomes of $1500 or less. 

The one way to restore business volume and 
business profits is to restore the buying power 
of farmers and wage-earners. Markets for 
our farm products and jobs for our unemployed 
men wiJl have to be found, and both product 
prices and wages must move upward before a 
return of the conditions of five years ago can be 
hoped for. 


ANOTHER RECOVERY PROGRAM | 


The Government of the United States is not 
the only one which believes that Providence 
helps those who help themselves in a time of 
depression. The Argentine Republic has a 
government of the same mind; worse luck for 
Canada, which has to compete with it for export 
trade. 

A business review issued by the Royal Bank 
of Canada gives particulars of the recent trade 
and tariff agreement made by Argentina with 
Great Britain. This provides for reduction of 
Argentine import duties on a wide range of 


articles including raw materials, foodstuffs, 
everages, autom< , furniture, jewel- 
lery, hardware, glass, pottery, 
porcelain, textiles, clothin dry goods and 
chemicals. 


Argentine duties on most of these articles 
are reduced to the level of 1930. A subsequent 
decree extended these tariff reductions to the 
products of all countries. Britain in return 
granted substantial guaranteed advantages to 
primary Argentine products. 

As a further measure of readjustment the 
Argentine Government floated a 4 per cent bond 
issue, “to free British deposits blocked in Argen- 
tina by lack of foreign exchange.” And used 
the proceeds to retire treasury notes bearing a 
higher rate of interest. 

Our competitor has thus cut its tariff to the 
1930 level, while ot been boosted fifty 
per cent; negotiat a freer trade agreement 
with Britain, w e are barring British 
goods more severel) an for thirty years; cut 
its interest rates on Government debts, while 
ours remain for the most part as they were. 

It is a pity Canada couldn't trade govern- 
ments with the Argentine for a while.

GOLD-POOR FRANCE 


France, which a while ago had one-third of 
the world’s gold supply buried in its under- 
ground vaults, applying to Great Britain for 
a loan of 4 5 sterling to pay its 
running expense

France's inability to finance itself, while holding 
more gold than any country ever held in the 
past, is a subject on which orthodox doctrin- 
aires and old line financ expositors are cone 
Spicuously dumb, The fact is the predicament 
of gold-poor France supplies the element of 
humor that laughs the gold-standard preten- 
tions out of court. 

France has kept its gold, so much as it has 
been able to keep, at the price of losing foreign 
trade, It is only a question of time until it will 
have lost both. And in the meantime massed 
police forces guard parliament building 
from hungry mobs while the Chamber debates 
whether it will choose to part with the precious 
gold standard or with the remnant of trade 
it still holds.

ployment of men in the Edson-Coal Branch 
area. 

In which case, congratulations are due to 
those Alberta Conservatives who have ventured 
to say what they and everyone else thinks about 
the “do nothing” policy. 

But if the suggested program of public works 
is to arouse any enthusiasm in the ranks of 
Alberta Conservatives or others, it will have to 
provide something more than twenty cents a 
day for the men employed on these undertak- 
ings. Conservatives understand, quite as well 
as others, that this disguised dole system holds 
no solution of the unemployment problem and 
no promise of better times for anybody. 

Business can never revive on the basis of 
twenty cents a day wages for unskilled labor 
employed on Government jobs. It would be 
better in the long run to maintain men on direct 
relief than to establish that rate as the official 
standard for unskilled labor. 

Having apparently jolted Ottawa into a 
recognition that something will have to be done 
for political reasons if for none other, Alberta 
Conservatives will not be even negatively loyal 
to their province if they do not insist that men 


employed on these projected works get a rate | 


of pay equal to that given to men employed 
under Ontario's new $38,000,000 public works 
program, where a “moderate and reasonable 
rate of wages” is to be paid. 

Alberta’s unemployed men are entitled to as 
fair treatment as those in Ontario. If they do 
not get it, they and the business interests in this 
province will know that they are being made 
the victims of political discrimination.

The Passing Show

Today, if their plans have not been delayed, 
Phillips Lord and four boyhood chums are due 
to sail from Portland, Maine, on the four- 
masted schooner Georgette for a year and a 
half's cruise round the world. They will take it 
easy down the Atlantic coast to Trinidad until 
the five gentlemen adventurers have found 
their sea legs. After that they'll make up their 
itinerary as they go. They're going to visit some 
of the old pirate haunts, make a call at Mada- 
gascar and the island of Bali where the beauti- 
ful women are, and hunt for an island in the 
southern Pacific where a white man of seventy 
is ruler of an otherwise Amazonian kingdon). 
Wouldn't you like to be going? 

Phillips Lord is better known as “Seth 
Parker of Jonesport.” What the Sunday eve- 
ning radio audiences will do while the pastor 
is scouring the seas for Bali and the Amazonian 
isle, goodness knows. In his not far distant 
youth “Seth Parker” as he is known to mil- 
lions, had thrilled at John Masefield’s “Sea 
Fever”: 

* I must go down to the seas again, 
To the lonely sea and the sky. 
And all I ask is a tall ship, 
And a star to steer her by. 

With the fortune he has made on the radio 
Phillips Lord found his tall ship in the Georg- 
ette, purchased her and hired Capt. Constan- 
tine Flink and a crew of fifteen deep-water 
men. You won't be surprised to learn that the 
chief difficulty the five adventurers experi- 
enced was in winning their wives’ consent. Be- 
fore they get far on their trip they'll be wish- 
ing they'd brought their wives along.

A few months ago I had a chance to read 
my aged mother's diary of her early trips as a 
skipper’s bride in the sailing clipper days. There 
was one entry made after a gale rounding Cape 
Hatteras in which fourteen vessels went ashore 
in a hurricane. For forty-eight hours the 
writer had lain helpless in her bunk hoping for 
death, with the cabin awash, the “old man” 
on deck all the time “bouting ship” at two- 
hour intervals with a noise like hell let loose. 
Each time the ship was wore round and lay on 
her beam ends till her sail was trimmed, my 
poor mother thought the end had come—as in- 
deed it was not far off. 

I rather prefer the way “Seth Parker” is 
doing it in a fore and aft rigged schooner with 
steam heat, air-cooling devices, electric refrig- 
erators, water condensors, radios, porcelain 
baths and Diesel engine with which to buck a 
wind or take her in and out of port. It’s enough 
to make the old shellbacks turn over in Davy 
Jones’ locker. 

We're none of us proof against the appeal 
of adventure and the desire to get away from 
what Ralph Borsodi calls, “This Ugly Civiliza- 
tion.” Borsodi is an economist by profession and 
a nature-lover by instinct. His “This Ugly 
Civilization,” after its review of the economic, 
physiological, social, biological, religious, po- 
litical, moral, psychological, educational and in- 
dividual barriers to comfort, concludes with 
this appealing note: 

A comfortable home in which to labor 
and to play, with trees and grass and flow- 
ers and skies and stars; a small garden; a 
few fruit trees; some fowls, some kine, some 
bees; and three big dogs to keep the sales- 
men out—and I, at least, have time for love- 
for children, for a few friends, and for the 
work I like to do. 

More the world can give to no man, and 
more no man can give the world. 

What I especially admire about Ralph Bor- 
sodi is that he followed up “This Ugly Civiliza- 
tion” by an intelligent, planned attempt to real- 
ize his dreams. Better than that he has now 
recorded it in a helpful book, “Flight from the 
City,” the story of how he and his wife and the 
two small Borsodi’s (aged 7 and 8 when the 
“flight” began), managed to find comfort and 
security on their self-subsistence homestead of 
18 acres, a couple of hours’ travel away from 
New York City. 

The depression has driven more people back 
to the land in United States in the last three 
years than left it for the city in the preceding 
quarter century. Borsodi made his flight from 
the city in 1920, so that his experiment has had 
the test of years. 

ae ai 

Borsodi isn’t a farmer for profit. He’s a city 

man gone on the land because he thinks coun- 


try life and country food more wholesome than | 


the city kinds. He is well satisfied that his 
farm provides subsistence for himself and fam- 
Uy. He made many experiments and kept an 
accounting of them, to find out which things 
paid and which didn't. He found that for a 
single family a cow didn't pay but a goat did; 
that a few hens paid remarkably well for eggs 
and broilers for the family, but didn’t pay to 
raise for marketing. His surplus peach trees 
he pulled out to make pasture, leaving only 
enough for family needs. 

Some of the “simple life” experiments, like 
that of the German dentist and his lady love 
in the Galapagos Islands are annoying in their 
insistence on a Robinson Crusoe standard, when 
modern science and industry offers so many 
helps to comfortable living. The Borsodis be- 
lieve in home canning. Mrs. Borsodi’s kitchen 
with its pressure cooker and electric appliances 
looks as well fitted as a good laboratory, Far 
from reviling machines along with the ma- 
chine age, Mr. Borsodi has machinery and labor- 
saving devices to pump water, run the laundry, 
supply refrigeration, produce food, clothing and 
shelter with reduced production costs, He thinks 
the value of domestic machinery “cannot be too 
strongly emphasized.” 

With field stones and a concrete mixer he 
has constructed permanent buildings. The 
homestead has a printing plant, a tennis court, 
a swimming pool and a billiard room, as well 
a6 a home grist mill for cornmeal and cereal 
foods, and a loom on which are woven rugs, 
draperies and cloth for sults, coats and dresses. 
It is nothing short of cruel to most of us to 
tell of the hundreds of quarts of fruits, vege- 
tables, chicken breasts, veal gelatine, mint 
jelly and mushrooms, preserved each year with 
the aid of a pressure cooker and the excellent 
Mrs. Borsodi,

Causes Adhesions 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


One of the most undesirable results of pro- 
lapsus or falling of the organs ir that as the 
organs slip down, they may rub against each 
other. It is this rubbing which causes an irri- 
tation and the irritation brings about an ab- 
normal growth of connective tissue between the 
two surfaces. In the course of time, the organs 
may grow together, forming adhesions, An ad- 
hesion is made up of tough, fibrous tissue simi- 
Jar to scar tissues, The word 
adhesion comes from the La- 
tin, meaning “to stick to,” and 
this is exactly what happens; 
one surface sticks to another 
and then grows there. 

Since adhesions tend to 
bind the organs out of their 
proper positions and limit 
their amount of free move- 
ment, they are very often a 
direct cause of constipation 
due to kinking of the intes- 
tines. If you will imagine two 
of your fingers grown to-

the functioning and movement of the fingers 
would be hampered. 

Prolapsus and adhesions are particularly 
important when the patient has rheumatism or 
arthritis, as in such cases the adhered bowel 
may become a focal point of infection. The in- 
testinal poisoning which is the fundamental 
cause of all types of rheumatism bceomes much 
worse when adhesions are present and a com- 
plete cure, especially in arthritis, is often im- 
possible until the adhesions around the intes- 
tine are broken up. 

In examining thousands of patients under 
the fluoroscopic x-ray I have found that the 
strongest adhesions in the human body are 
caused by prolapsus or sagging. Such adhesions 
are present in some degree in 90 per cent of all 
women coming for examination. When the 
sagging organs are bound out of their normal 
positions by adhesions there occurs a greater 
likelihood of those disorders common to women, 
accompanied by congestion through the pelvic 
region. A prolapsus and congestion of this type 
is often reflected in the patient's mental state 
and there is a tendency to being blue, depressed 
or discouragd. 

With the fluoroscopic x-ray, the doctor mak- 
ing the examination is able to determine the 
exact location of adhesions. The internal organs 
can be moved about with the fingers while the 
patient is in front of the X-ray, except in the 
spots where the adhesions have bound them 
down. In this way, the location of the adhe- 
sions can be discovered and the right treat- 
ment undertaken to remove them. In cases of 
mild adhesions it is often possible to overcome 
the trouble by using plenty of exercises espe- 
cially designed for this purpose. 

The exercises which you are to use are those 
described nn my article called “Slanting Board 
Exercises,” if you wish a copy of the article 
sent to you, please write to me and be sure to 
follow the correspondents’ instructions as given 
in the heading or at the end of this article. Also 
enclose a large, self-addressed envelope and a 
loose 3c stamp. 

However, when severe adhesions are pres- 
ent, the exercises alone will not be sufficient 
to remove them and it is necessary to secure 
special corrective treatments to break the adhe- 
sions loose. I have worked out a direct treat- 
ment for breaking down adhesions by a blood- 
less method which removes the necessity for 
an operation and which has been remarkably 
successful in thousands of cases. In tomor- 
row’s article I will discuss this method of ban- 
ishing diseases. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Horace Y. writes: “I have 
been diagnosed as having inflammation of the 
caecum. I seem to be in good health except for 
burning pains in my intestines. My appetite is 
good and I have one movement daily. Have 
been on a high vitamin diet to correct this 
trouble. Please explain the cause and poss- 
ible cure.” 

ANSWER: Inflammation of the caecum 
may have a number of possible causes; among 
them rough foods, excessive use of cathartics, 
infection from bacteria, excessive fermentation, 
prolapsus, etc. In any type of inflammation of 
the bowels, I advise the use of a liquid diet 
until the inflammation subsides, as any rough 
food may cause additional inflammation, 1 do 
not believe that a high vitamin diet would have 
any particular bearing on such trouble. I 
would suggest that you use a milk and orange 
juice diet alternately, using orange juice for 
about five days followed by milk for about a 
mouth, until the inflammation subsides. F

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— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


ON THIS DATE, separated | 
by five years, two things took, | 
place in Canada, which, though 
not of vast news importance, 
were of much moment in the 
development of Canada and the 
Empire. 

On December 5, 1886, the 
Colonist, of Victoria, B. C. pub- 
lished the first news de- 
spatches received there over a 
Canadian telegraph line. Until 
then all messages had to be 
(from Ottawa for ex- 
ample) to Toronto, to Chi- 
cago, and so on to San Fran- 
cisco, where they were tele- 
graphed up the coast to Van- 
couver and Victoria. But the 
completion of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Telegraphs’ single line 
changed that. The capital of 
Canada was in direct touch 
with the capital of British Co- 
lumbia; political news and par- 
liamentary reports could be 
sent direct (very brief they 
were, because tolls were high) 
and the Ottawa correspondents 


of the BsC. papers were justi- 
fied in giving a little more 
Canada news to the readers of 
British Columbia newspapers. 
It was a distinct move for the 
unifying of Canada. 

The other event of this date 
took place in 1891. It was a 
purely Canadian achievement, 
but it had a world repercus- 
sion. A special train left Van- 
couver for Halifax containing 
some hundred or more time 
expired sailors of the Royal 
Navy on their way home. It 
was the first demonstration of 
what the C.P.R. was to mean 
in Empire transportation, and 
as such was of world signifi- 
cance. The tars were given a 


| hearty greeting wherever their 


train stopped on its way east; 
we gave them a good time in 
Montreal, despite a blizzardy 
snowstorm, and a big crowd 
gathered to bid them good bye 
as they sped their way to Hal- 
ifax to take a liner for the old 
land.

ERE really isn’t anything patriotic about war. Oh, of course 
the bands are nice, and lots of men are better looking in

HILD psychologists may say that children should not view the 

sordid “official pictures” of battle scenes which are shown so 
often in the cinema. But it may be that these very scenes will 
develop a hatred for war in the hearts of the watching children. 

When one interest is taken away from a person it must be re- 
placed by another. Other interests, which appeal more than fir- 
ing squads and machine guns, must replace war themes. There is 
plenty of humanitarian work to be done in the world. Youth 
should be taught to marshal for living service. 

We have photographic histories of wars today, which do much 
to lessen the gilded glamor that we have associated with the spirit 
of °85 and that other more recent spirit which attempted to make 
the world safe for democracy. Youth today sees war as it is 
This alone should rob it of much of its unwholesome appeal. 

The cool, deliberate preparation for war (acting on the as- 
sumption that outrages and battles are the only method of reach- 
ing an agreement) sponsors a mental attitude, according to the 
president's wife and many other women, that is sadly at variance 


with modern civilization as it conducts itself on other occasions.

Fruit Pudding Makes 


| Use Of Crumbs

Plum puddings are ideal desserts 
for winter menus. While we usually 
| think of plum pudding in connec-

EATEN-UP BY INTEREST 


“Before commencing a study of 
the Provincial Liberal Platform, 
it ts necessary for us as people 
interested in better government 
to understand exactly where we 
stand in this province. If you turn 
to page 7 of the Provincial Audi- 
tor's Report dated September 20, 
1933, you will find that the 
amount of money on which the 
people of Alberta are now paying 
interest- is 141 million dollars.

These fig- 
ures, mark you, are exclusive of 
exchange which is charged to 
Capital Account. 


CREATES INTEREST 
SLAVERY 


“Presented in a different man- 
fer and referring to page 10 of 
the 1933 Public Accounts, you will 
find that for every dollar spent 
on education in all its branches, 
more than $2.50 went out for debt 
carrying charges; for every dollar 
spent for agriculture, research 
and development, nearly $7.00 
went out for debt carrying 
charges; for every dollar spent on 
public welfare, institutions and 
charitable grants — which may 
generally be designated as social 
welfare — $2.00 went out for debt 
carrying charges; for every dol- 
lar spent on highways, bridges 
and ferries, practically $7.50 went 
out for debt carrying charges. 
The question that faces us is, are 
the people of Alberta working 
for the bondholders, or are they 
working for their own welfare 
and the welfare of the future 
generations? Are they making 
their children interest - paying 
slaves? | 

“The position that the Liberal | 
Party in this province takes is 
that this tremendous drain for | 
debt carrying charges on the 
pockets of the taxpayers has to | 
be stopped. 

“During the 1933 session of the | 
legislature, the Liberal opposition | 
made its position perfectly clear in| 
this regard when it proposed and} 
moved the following resolution: 

“That in the opinion of this 
Assembly there should be 
astablished by the Government 
of the Dominion of Canada a 
federal bank under the Finance 
Act for the purpose of direct- 
ing and controlling the issue of 
currency and the extension of 
credit and particularly for the 
financing of the provinces and 
municipalities on the basis: 

(a) That such bank accept the 

bonds of the provinces and 

municipalities at par, 

(b) That such bank charge the 

provinces and municipalities a 

rate of interest sufficient only 

to cover the bare costs of opera- 
tion plus a reasonable percent 
to build up a safe reserve.” 


DISCOUNTING BONDS 
WRONG 

“We were unable to obtain the 
support of the government to this 
resolution. We have now practic- 
ally the assurance of the establish- 
ment of a federal bank. The bonds 
of this province have always been 
paid at par. Why should the bonds 
which have behind them the secur- 
ity of all of the assets of this prov- 
ince plus the earning ability of all 
of its people not be accepted by 
this federal bank at par, rather 
than be sold to brokers at 90 or 92 
or some such figure? 

“The earning capacity of our 
people,” said the speaker, “has been 
reduced by possibly 50% and yet 
the bonds of the province are being 
carried at the same figure that they 
were in good times. Why should a 
federal bank, which has the con- 
trol of the issue of currency and 
the extension of credit, and having 
behind the issue of these bonds the 
whole security of this province, not 
carry them at the bare cost of the 
handling of the same? 


NO LIBERAL CONCURRENCE 
“The Liberal Party in this prov- 
ince stands and will stand firmly 
behind the spirit of this resolution 
and will not allow the future educa- 
tion of our children or the social 
welfare of our people to be sacri- 
ficed for the benefit of those who 
draw interest.

Frank Patrick, managing director, 
announced the crease in front of 
the goal will be altered so that it 
will be eight feet in width and five 
feet in depth. This is the area 
where an opposing player cannot 
stand and await a pass or park him- 
self while a teammate is shooting 
for a score. 

Many goalkcepers and team man- 
agers have protested that the crease 
allowed players to loiter too near 
the goalmouth and thus block the 
net guardian's vision.
